3500 allied warplanes flew from 
Britain and Italy today and drop- 
ped some 4500 tons of bombs on 
German defenses in the 26th con- 
secutive day of the great aerial 
offensive against Hitler’s Europe, 
it was estimated tonight. 


LONDON, May 10 (AP).— Flying 
Fortresses and Liberators from 
Italy flew over the Alps and 
bombed the Messerschmitt factory 
at Wiener Neustadt near Vienna 
n Austria today in the wake of 
what probably was the hardest 


night pounding yet given Adolf

British bases. 
While the Allies in Britain threw 
a series of day and night air for- 
probably totaling 2000 


elds, railways, War-sup- 
porting industries and coastal de- 
fenses, the American Fifteenth 
Air Force in Italy kept the heavy- 
bomber daylight offensive going 
through its twenty-sixth day. 

Dispatches from Allied head- 
quarters in Naples said nearby 
airfields as well as the aircraft 
factory at Wiener Neustadt were 
attacked. Ankara broadcasts said 
Bucharest, capital of Romania, 
also was bombed. 

Yugoslav Rail Center Hit. 

The Naples dispatches added 
that a Liberator formation made 
a subsidiary attack on Knin, a 
Yugoslav rail center. Today's 
mission to Wiener Neustadt, it 
was said, was to knock out build- 
ings undamaged in five previous 
raids. 

The heavy bombers and their 
escorts encountered heavy antiair- 
craft fire and a number of enemy 
fighters in Austria, dispatches 
from Italy said, and several of the 
fighters were shot down. 

American and British medium 
and light bombers, fighter-bomb- 
ers and fighters, meantime, 
streamed out of Britain and 
bombed and strafed airfields, a 
power plant and rail targets in 
north France and Belgium. 

But for the first time in 15 days 
there were no reports of flights 
by Britain-based American heavy 
bombers. 

R. A. F. Operations. 

The Royal Air Force sent out 
possibly 750 heavy bombers last | 
night against military and indus- 
trial targets in France, dispatched 
Mosquitoes to bomb Berlin and 
other planes to lay mines. Seven | 
aircraft were lost in the opera- 
tions in which probably 2800 tons 
of bombs were dropped.

MOSCOW, May 10 (AP).—The 
capture of the fortress-port of 
Sevastopol after a 24-day siege 
was announced early today by 
Premier Marshal Stalin in an or- 
der of the day which asserted “the 
Crimea hag been completely 
cleared of the German Fascist in- 
vaders.” 

(Berlin several hours  iater 
acknowledged that German and 
Romanian troops. had evacuated 
Sevastopol but said they “now 
stand in the western tip” of the 
peninsula. It reported that “ex- 
tremely: bitter and hard battles” 
had turned the city into a heap 
of rubble.) 

Sevastopol was stormed last 
a and the smoke of battle 
till lay over the city as Soviet 
engineers entered today to begin 
repairing the wrecked port, 

There was no wild celebration 
in Moscow over Sevastopol’s cap- 
ture because many of the capital's 
residents were asleep when the 
news was announced at 1 a, m. 
Nevertheless, at Stalin's order, the 
maximum salute for major vic- 
tories-—-24 salvos from 324 guns— 
immediately. boomed out. 

Three Defense: Lines Smashed. 

Liberation of Sevastopol came 
after a final four-day assault by 
troops of Gen, Feodor I, Tol- 
bukhin'’s Fourth Ukrainian army. 
Stalin's announcement said Rus- 
sian infantrymen, supported by 
“massed blows by aircraft and 
broke through heavily 
fortified permanent German de- 
fenses consisting of three zones 
of steel and concrete defense 
works and a few hours ago cap- 
tured by storm the fortress and 
most important naval base on the 
Black Sea-the city of Sevasto- 
pol.” 

As Russian infantrymen scram- 
bled over the chalk face of the 
hill city and‘ blasted enemy troops 
m their three-storied defense 
works in bluff caves, swarms 
of Soviet bombers and torpedo 
boats pounced on enemy ships 
trying to evacuate troops, sinking 
two transports totaling 7000 tons 
in the open sea and smashing 
other vessels in Kazachya, Stret- 
letskaya and Kamyshevaya bays 
west of Sevastopol near Cape 
Khersonnes. 

Artillery Shells Vessels. 

A Soviet communique said Rus- 
sian artillerymen hauled about 60 
guns yesterday to the north 
shore of Sevastopol Bay and de- 
stroyed other enemy craft in -the 
inlets while troops on the east 
and south side of the city plunged 
through for the final mop-up.

The board ordered that Morse 
should receive no more gasoline 
allotments as long as rationing 
continues.

This consolidation of all munici- 
pal aviation activities under the 
direction of a full-time aviation 
specialist was recommended last 
week by the Municipal Airport 
Commission as essential to the 
successful development of airport 
facilities for the city.

The work of the new division 
will begin early next week, Mayor 
Kaufmann said, with a beginning 
staff of three engineers who in 
the past have been devoting their 
full time to airport problems.

CHICAGO, May 10 (AP)— 
Sewell L. Avery, chairman of the 
board of Montgomery Ward & Co., 
returned to his office today and 
said he expected to find that the 
company’s mail-order business de- 
clined “probably 30 or 40 per cent” 
in the two weeks of Government 
operation. 

Avery said the order of the day 
after attending a board meeting of 
the U. S. Gypsum Co., of which he 
is chairman, would be “business as 


usual.” 

“Tl don’t know what we will 
find,” he said. “The Government 
representatives haven't done a 
thing while they were there, ex- 
cept that a couple of them sat at 
my desk. They didn’t even have 


a stenographer on the job so far 
as I can determine. 

“But I. feel quite certain I will 
find a great decrease in the mail- 
order business due to public re- 
sentment of the Government's 
highhanded action — probably 30 
or 40 per cent.” 

“Nothing Was Restored.” 


The central figure in the firm's 
historic tilt with the Government 
then turned to a summary of the 
turbulent two weeks which had 
seen him ejected from his office 
when the Government took over 
operation in a labor dispute with 
a CIO union. 

“Nothing was accomplished and 
nothing was restored,” he com- 
mented, “the Government came in 
to help the union. Their men were 
working every day under Govern- 
ment supervision. None of that 
was necessary, and nothing in the 
company’s attitude has been 
changed.” 

Avery said, “It has always been 
the principle of Ward's to obey the 
law and to give full freedom of 
individuals to join unions or not, 
as they elected, with the full un- 
derstanding that their chances for 
advancement will be as great if 
they are union members or non- 
union members. 

“We merely are trying to pre- 
serve the individual freedom of 
choice for our employes, and we 
will continue that fight. We will 
not submit to a closed shop or 
countenance a checkoff system for 
the maintenance of union member- 
ship. . 

“The vote (a National Labor Re- 
lations Board election yesterday) 
gives the union bargaining rights, 
but there is nothing to bargain 
for. Wages have been frozen. Cer-

‘Lucky’ Horseshoe Strikes Earth _ 
And Digs Up 34-Carat Diamond 


RICHMOND, Va., May 10 (AP)., 
—The “lucky” horseshoe rang as

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F.D.R. CHARGES 

PRESS AND RADIO 
DIDNT GIVE ALL 
WARD CASE FACTS 


They Have Not Informed 
the Country on Issues 
in Labor Dispute, He 
Says—Dodges Fourth- 
Term Inquiry.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, charging that the 
press and radio have not let the 
country know the A-B-C facts 
about the Montgomery Ward & 
Co. labor dispute, told his news 
conference late yesterday that the 
election in the Chicago plant 
wa@uld settle the controversy. 

Allowing’ himself to be quoted 
directly, he said: 

“If the election shows that the 
union does not have a majority 
that will end the case; if the elec- 
tion shows that the union has a 
majority, then the management 
has declared that it is willing to 
continue its contract (with the 
union) and that will end the case.” 

(The CIO won the bargaining 
election yesterday in the Mont- 
gomery Ward pliant in Chicago. 
Chairman Sewell L. Avery said 
the company would bargain with 
any union chosen by the employes, 
but would oppose any contract 
providing for maintenance of 
membership or any other form of 


closed shop.) 
Three-Page Answer. 

The President was fully pre- 
pared for a question on the mail 
order house controversy and read 
his answer from a three-page type- 
written memo with a red tag. He 
laughingly recalled that he had de- 
clined to comment on the case 
when asked to do so by the three 

association reporters who 
accompanied him on his recent 
holiday because, he told them, this 
would be the first question put to 
him at a press conference on his 
return to Washington. He was @ 
good prophet. — 

Before reading the memorandum 
which summarized the various 
steps leading up to the Govern- 
ment’s seizure of the company’s 
Chicago plant, the President ob- 
served that there were not an aw- 
ful lot of lawyers in editorial 
rooms and not many in the press 
conference crowd. This was one 
of his many sarcastic remarks 
about what he implied was the 
failure of the press and radio to 
. inform the country about the is- 
gues involved. 

Reporter's Comments. 

After he had finished reading 
the memorandum, Mrs, May Craig, 
correspondent for a group of New 
England -newspapers, observed 
that everything, he had read ex- 
cept the part about the case being 
ended by yesterday's election had 
béen fully explained in newspapers 
and over the radio. 

The President hesitated before 
asking whether the important 
facts were up in the “lead” of the 
stories. Mrs, Craig replied that 
Dorothy Thompson and Mark Sul- 
livan had given full accounts of 
the controversy. The President in- 
sisted that the newspapers he had 
read and the radio comments he 
had heard during his holiday had 
mot given a true account of the 
situation, and he added that he 
had been away where he could 
look down and see the whole 
thing. 

For the record, it can be stated 
that there was nothing new in his 
account of the various stages ex- 
cept his personal observation that 
in thig case and thé coal strike 
the trouble would have spread to 
whole industries if he had not 
stepped in. He added the personal 
observation that the Montgomery 
Ward management had been with- 
in its rights to defy the law—just 
like a person defying a policeman 
—if it was willing to risk subse- 
quent action. 

A good many grownups, he said, 
hadn't got rid of the childhood 
habit of seeing things under the 
bed and he implied that the press 
and radio had been responsible for 
cultivating these childhood fears 
among mature persons. 

Asked who had ordered sol- 
diers to oust Sewell Avery, head 
of Montgomery Ward, the Presi- 
dent replied that this was not an 
unusual procedure—that this was 
like other cases. 

. Mum on Fourth Term. 

The President virtually served 
notice that he did not intend to 
answer political questions at his 
press conferences. When a re- 
porter quoted from the Monday 
night speech of National Demo- 
cratic Chairman Robert E. Han- 
megan that it was his personal 
opinion that the President would 
be a candidate this year, Roose- 
velt objected, saying look, look, 
and pointed out that he had just 
returned to Washington. He said 
that he had not read the Hanne- 
gan speech and, even if he had, 
he would not talk about it. 

Another reporter mentioned that 
the Democratic Convention was 
Only 71 days away. The President 
noted that the reporter must have 
counted the calendar, while he 
had not. That ended the political 
questions. 

Under Secretary of State Stetti- 
nius, he said in response to an- 
other question, had turned in a 
report of 21 pages on 40 differ- 
ent subjects discussed in Eng- 
land and North Africa. Results 
of these talks, he continued, had 
been awfully good. 

Many of the topics, he said, had 
not been discussed with the Brit- 
ish for a long time and now things 
could be straightened out in the 
order of need. He had had two 
conferences with Stettinius, he 
said, and would have another soon.

Avery to Return to Office, 

Sewell L. Avery, chairman of 
the board of Montgomery Ward, 
attended a meeting of directors of 
the U. 8. Gypsum Co. today, but 
returned to his Ward office later 
and said “The fundamental issues 
still must be determined in the 
courts.” Avery was evicted from 
his office by troops April 27 after 
he had refused to comply with a 
WLB order to extend an expired 
contract with a CIO union pending 
an election. He had informed 
President Roosevelt previously 
that the company could not-legally 
“grant special privileges to the 
union pending the election.” 

During recent arguments Gov- 
ernment and Ward attorneys had 
disputed whether President Roose- 
velt had the legal power to seize 
the plants. 

The CIO union won the collec- 
tive bargaining election—a basic 
issue in the dispute over extension 
of a union-company contract—by a 
vote of 2440 to 1593, out of a total 
of 4894 eligible employes. 

Of employes eligible, 861 did not 
vote—enough to have barely swung 
the election against the union if 
all had voted against representa- 
tion by the CIO local. 

In the telegram to WLB Chair- 
man William H. Davis, Samuel 
Wolchok, international president 
of the CIO parent organization of 
the local unit, asserted that “the 
fictitious question of representa- 


upon expiration of a contract of 
Dec. 8 now ‘has been answered.” 

He said that in the 14 days of 
Government control of the plant, 
workers had been discharged in de- 
fiance of Government instructions 
to the contrary,” and “hundreds of 
grievances which have accumulat- 
ed since Dec. 8 have not been set- 
tled.” 

Wolchok told Davis the union 
had been assured by John Goodloe, 
special assistant to Secretary 
Jones, that the union’s grievances 
would be considered “after the 
election.” 

He said further that under Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's April 25 order to 
seize the plant it was to remain 
under Government control until 
terminated by the Secretary of 
Commerce “within 60 days after 
he determines that the productive 
efficiency of the plant prevailing 
prior to the existing and threat- 
ened interruption of production 
has been restored.” 

“In the absence of a contract or 
extended contract with Montgom- 
ery Ward & Co.,” Wolchok said in 

telegram to the WLB, “these 
conditions for industrial peace do 
not prevail. There can be no stable 
or peaceful labor relations with 
this management in the absence 
of such contractural relations, ... 
Failure on the part of the WLB to 
act will once more shatter indus- 
trial peace in this instance to the 
great detriment of all parties.” 

Union ‘In Awful Position.’ 


After the court action Henry B. 
Anderson, president of the CIO 
United Mail Order, Warehouse and 
Retail Employes’ Union, Local 20, 
told reporters: 

“We are in an awful position. 
The Government was supposed to 
set up grievance machinery for us. 
A feeble attempt was made. Our 
people remained fired and. nothing 
has been done. The seizure of the 
plant has been a farce.” 

Anderson said the union was 
now awaiting for certification as 
bargaining agent, as a result of 
yesterday's election, from the 
NLRB 


“Then we hope the contract will 
be extended until our new contract 
demands are met,” he said. “We 
have a list of demands which we 
will present to the company. If 
the company refuses maintenance 
of membership, the whole thing 
will be back in the War Labor 
Board's lap.” 

Anderson said the union could 
not confer with Avery concerning 
any new agreement until the NLRB 
certification was received. 


Avery's Comment. 


The relinquishing of federal 
control followed President Roose- 
velt’s earlier comment that the 
election outcome would “end the 
case.” Jones said the purpose of 
seizing the plant had been ac- 
complished and the election had 
been completed. 

Avery, however, asserted the 
President had made a “misstate- 
ment,” and added that Ward of- 
ficers would bargain with any 
union chosen by the employes but 
would oppose any contract provid- 
ing for any form of “closed shop.” 
He also asserted that “the gov- 
ernment has given no satisfactory 
reason for itg action” for the 
“abrupt return of the Montgom- 
ery Ward property to its rightful 
owners.” 

The War Labor Board on Nov. 
5, 1942, directe® Ward's to include 
a maintenance - of - membership 
clause in the agreement then being 
negotiated but eight days later 
the company rejected that provi- 
sion. President Roosevelt on Nov. 
18, 1942, directed the company to 
comply with the WLB directive 
and the company replied it would 
comply with insertion of a phrase 
saying it did so “under duress.” 
On Dec. 8, 1942, the WLB directed 
the company to. include the dis- 
puted clauses, substituting a 
phrase “after protest” for “under 
duress.” 

Avery rejected this directive on 


Dec. 10, 1942, and two days later

And 
that’s all right with the Republi- 
cans, because we want to take on 
the champ. We want the issue 
drawn clearly on the New Deal.” 

Senator Thomas (Dem.) Okla- 
homa felt that, while the president 
was not a candidate, he would ac- 
cept a nomination. In somewhat 
the same vein, Senator Tunnell 
(Dem.), Delaware, declared he be- 
lieved it to the best interest of the 
country to draft the President,

The company manufactures car- 
burators, propellers and gun 
mounts for military aircraft, 
About 450 Hummer production 
and maintenance workers were 
idie at Springfield today for the 
fifth consecutive working day. 
Local AFL union members re- 
solved last Friday, the first day 
of the current stoppage, they 
would remain away from the plant 
“until the company signs a con- 
tract or until the Federal govern- 
ment takes over.” 


Representative Ramspeck (Dem.), 
Georgia, head of a seven-man 
House committee named to inves- 
tigate the Government's seizure of 
the Chicago plants, said last night 
the return of the property to the 
company would not affect the in- 
vestigation.

Partic- 
ular consideration should be given 
to measures for promoting the re- 
construction of economic life in 
countries whose economic and so- 
cial life has been disrupted as the 
result of Axis aggression.”

The full conference will vote on 
the “Philadelphia Charter,” which 
provides that “all national and in- 
ternational policies, in particular 
those of an economic and finan- 
cial character” should protect the 
interests of labor everywhere. 

The charter was completed yes- 
terday by the conference drafting 
committee.

An official announcement ea 
short time later said a national 
election would take place, prob- 
ably May 30, with De Valera and 
all members of the Dail resigning 
and standing for re-election. 

The election call was issued over 
the protests of the opposition lead- 
er, Dr. T. F. O'Higgins, who ob- 
served that mere political expedi- 
ency did not justify plunging the 
country into a general election at 
present. 

Leaders of the opposition have 
indorsed De Valera’s stand on 
neutrality, and Irish dispatches as- 
serted that this policy had noth- 
ing to do with yesterday's setback 
and would not be openly at stake 
in the election. 

London sources hold that De 
Valera has risen in the estimation 
of his countrymen through his un- 
yielding refusal to close the Ger- 
man and Japanese legations in 
Dublin—a request made by the 
United States on the grounds they 
were used as spy posta. 

These sources believe that De 
Valera, aware of his country’s 
support, may pull his party out of 
the minority position which it 
took last June when the first war- 
time general election ended with 
the Fianna Fail holding 67 seats 
to the opposition’s 71.

WASHINGTON, May 10 (AP). | 
—James J. Laughlin, Washington | 
lawyer, was found guilty of con- 
tempt of court for his conduct as 
attorney for two of the 29 de-| 
fendants in the sedition trial and | 
fined $150 today by United States | 
District Justice Jennings Bailey. | 

Laughlin ‘immediately served | 
notice of appeal, and Justice | 
Bailey said he would stay the fine | 
on condition Laughlin post bond 
of $300. | 

Justice Bailey said that in his. 
opinion various motions filed by 
Laughlin were for the purpose of 
embarrassing Chief Justice Ed- 
ward C. Eicher,’ presiding judge | 
of the sedition trial, and to at- | 
tract publicity for the purpose of 
disqualifying prospective jurors. | 

The Government prosecutors, O. 
John Rogge and Joseph W. Burns, 
accused Laughlin of “contemptu- 
ous, contumagious and obstruc- 
tive” jendued in the filing of mo- 
tions they caNed “irrevelant,” and 
particularly criticised him for fil- 
ing an affidavit by Robert Noble, 
one of his clients, accusing Pre- 
siding Justice Eicher of bias and 
prejudice. 

Nobie said, “upon information | 
and belief,” that the jurist had 
been promised a higher judgeship 
by President Roosevelt as a re- 
ward for successful prosecution of 
the sedition defendants. Burns de- 
scribed the allegations against 
Justice Eicher “a reckless disre- 
gard of the truth,” and said they 
held the court up to ridicule. 

Justice Bailey remarked that at- | 
torneys were “not necessarily re- | 
sponsible” for the truth of state- | 
ments made by clients, but Burns 
contended they must show the al- 
legations “have some basis” be- 
yond “mere gossip or rumor.” | 

The ‘sedition trial was resumed 
shortly after the decision in the 
Laughlin case. The attorney con- 
tinued to represent his clients, | 

Approximately 160 prospective | 
jurors were on hand, with other | 
panels available. The task of se-| 
lecting a jury began all over again 
because the term of the previous 
panels expired shortly after the 
contempt action was brought 
against Laughlin.

Gov. Dewey on Rights of Negroes 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Eyery Negro, and every American in- 
terested in uniting our nation to win the 
war, and in American democracy, has 
reason to weigh the record of Thomas 
E. Dewey on the Negro question, since 
Mr. Dewey has the inside track for the 
Republican presidential nomination. Re- 
cent developments in New York, con- 
cerning Gov. Dewey’s dealings with the 
discrimination question, make a case in 
point. 

What, exactly, happened in this matter? 
In 1938, a legislative commission was 
set up in New York to study means 
of preventing discrimination against mi- 
norities, particularly Negroes. Shortly 
thereafter, this commission brought in 
extensive recommendations. Later, Gov. 
Dewey set up his own Citizens’ Commit- 
tee on Discrimination. In 1944, this 
committee brought two bills into the 
New York Legislature. 

One of the bills would have set up in 
New York State a permanent commis- 
sion along the lines of President Roose- 
velt’s Fair Employment Practices Com- 
mittee, to assure the American right of 
equality in jobs to all. In view of the 
war situation, the need to extend our 
democracy and the policy of our nation- 
al Government, is this, as some have 
suggested, going too far? 

The ‘other bill proposed a State civil 
rights bureau, to act to protect the 
rights of minority groups from attack. 
In America in 1944, is this asking too 
much? 

Now, Gov. Dewey, with his control 
over the New York Legislature, effec- 
tively scuttled these bills. This has 
drawn the protest of Negro organiza- 
tions and the Negro press. After six 
years of investigation by at least two 
bodies, on a matter that after all is a 
question of basic American rights, Gov. 
Dewey suggested that a new group be 
get up, for further study! 

This led eight members of Gov. Dew- 
ey’s committee to resign. A Negro Re- 
publican member, Dr. Channing H. To- 
bias, called the Governor’s proposal “a 
repudiation of the work done already 
by the Committee on Discrimination.” 

These maneuverings tie in with Gov. 
Dewey's strange alliance with the South- 
ern poli-taxers to attack President 
Roosevelt’s Federal soldier-vote plan. 
The Governor echoed the words of Rep- 
resentative Rankin, leading congression- 
al Negro-baiter, when he condemned the 
Federal vote as a “bob-tailed ballot.” 
Thus, the Governor aided the efforts of 
‘the Southern reactionaries who opposed 
the Federal ballot because it would give 
Negro aplidiers the vote. 

Undoubtedly, millions of Negroes and 
other good Americans will accept the 
judgment of Dr. Tobias, who declared, 
“The Governor's talents are,limited to 
his abilities as a minor prosecutor and 
~ he is in no way fitted to hold the presi-

One-Man Revolt 


Mr. Roosevelt was wrong yesterday when he 
airily remarked that the Montgomery Ward case 
should be ended last night after the NLRB 
election. He was wrong in two particulars: (1) 
Because Sewell Avery intends to continue his 
one-man war against the United States Govern- 
ment; and (2) because the issue of the Presi- 
dent’s wartime powers remains to be determined 
by Congress, which has set up investigating 
committees in both houses. 

In yesterday’s election, the union won a de- 
cisive victory and clearly established itself as 
legal bargaining agent for the employes. The 
election thus disposed of Mr. Avery’s main argu- 
ment against signing an interim contract; more- 
over, the considerable margin of victory gives 
rise to the suspicion that Mr. Avery never had 
any good reason to doubt the union’s strength, 
but raised the question only as a harassing and 
delaying tactic. . 

The suspicion is strengthened by the fact that 
Mr, Avery now returns to his original position. 
Of course, under the law, he must sit down with 
the union to negotiate a new contract, but he 
announces in advance that he will not consent 
“to a contract which provides for maintenance 
of membership or any other form of a closed 
shop.” This was the positiqn taken in 1942 
when, after a long controversy, the President 
ordered Mr. Avery to sign a contract containing 
a maintenance-of-membership clause. 

Mr. Avery knows that the union will again 
demand such a clause; he knows that such a 
clause will be ordered by the War Labor Board: 
he knows that the President will back up WLB, 
just as he did before. Yet he sets the stage for 
exactly the same controversy that was settled by 
presidential order in 1942. 

* 7 * 

Since he knows in advance what will happen, 
it follows that what Mr. Avery is trying to do 
is exactly what John L. Lewis, his counterpart 
in labor, set out to do in the captive-mine case, 
In that case, Lewis single-handedly succeeded in 
destroying the National Defense Mediation 
Board, the first agency set up for wage control, 
Mr. Avery is seemingly out to destroy the War 
Labor Board and thus upset the delicate balance 
of wage control in the whole country, 

In opposing on principle the maintenance-of- 
membership clause, Mr. Avery is in exactly the 
same position as many other employers. They, 
too, object on principle to this clause as an 
opening wedge to the clgsed shop, but the dif- 
ference between Mr. Avery and other employers 
is that they are willing to accept WLB orders 
for the clause on the ground that the supreme 
necessity of a nation engaged in a life-and-death 
struggle submerges other issues. 

Moreover, other employers realize that, in re- 
turn for maintenance of membership, union la- 
bor has agreed to forego its right to strike. 
While this agreement has been lamentably 
breached in many cases, in more instances it 
has been honored. Since the right to strike is 
labor’s most powerful weapon, and since it fore- 
goes this right, it asks in return for the quid pro 
quo: maintenance of membership. This is the 
balance which Mr. Avery is trying to upset. 

If he should succeed, as Lewis did in the cap- 
tive-mine case, the country may look forward 
to a period of chaos, to a succession of strikes, 
to the scrapping of the Little Steel formula, to 
inflation and to a humiliating and degrading— 
yes, and dangerous—confusion, 

Mr. Avery has chosen the worst possible time 
for his one-man revolt. It is a time when the 
armed might of the Allies is tensing its muscles 
for the war’s supreme effort: the invasion of 
Hitler’s Europe. The greatest and most mo- 
mentous battle of all history is perhaps a matter 
of days away; yet, on the home front, a man 


in Chicago, puffed up with pride and vainglory, 
sets up an insurrection, so to speak, behind the 
lines. 

If we turn now to the course of Congress and 
the administration in this difficult and compli- 
cated case, they, too, cannot escape criticism. 

One of the issues upon which the Ward case 
turns is whether or not the company is a war 
industry and thus subject to the provisions of 
the War Labor Disputes Act. Mr. Avery con- 
tends it igs not a war industry, and the Govern- 
ment’s reply is that its status as a war industry 
is based on the dact that it has received no less 
than 36,000 preference ratings from WPB and 
that one of its subsidiaries is manufacturing 
munitions. Against counter-opinion, the Govern- 
ment contends these facts make Ward's subject 
to the provisions of Section 3 of the War Labor 
Disputes Act. 

But the law could have been written to bring 
a huge mercantile establishment within its pur- 
view beyond question, It could have been writ- 
ten in such a way as to leave no doubt of the 
President's pgwers. One of the purposes of the 
twin congressional inquiries ig to remedy this 
hiatus in the law, to traverse this statutory No 
Man's Land, ; 

The reason it should be traversed ig that the 
military seizure of Ward's gives rise to fears in 
many men’s minds. It gives rise also to oppor- 
tunities for demagogues who say that, if the 
yovernment can seize Ward's, it can also seize 
the corner drug store, the grocery store and the 
hamburger stand, One well-known newspaper 
columnist descended to depths remarkable even 
for him when he said the Government could 
take a man’s wife. 

It is beside the merits of the particular case 
of Montgomery Ward to reassert the principle 
that this is a government of law and not a gov- 
ernment of men, and that, even in wartime, 
presidential power should be as carefully defined 
as possible. -It is not asking too much to insist 
that Congress define that power, in the field of 
labor disputes, more carefully and precisely than 
it has. We realize there are difficulties in formu- 
lating such a definition, but the most painstak- 
ing attempt should be made. 

* . . 

Otherwise, the President, confronted by a bor- 
der-line situation, is tempted to assert rights 
not clearly granted, and the people become fear- 
ful that this opens the way to tyranny. The 
personality and the character of Mr. Roosevelt 
do not affect the principle. The personality and 
character of Sewell Avery, and the merits of the 
Ward case, are similarly beside the point. 

The point is that when a President, any Presi- 
dent, reaches into uncharted legal areas, a breach 
is made in legal, constitutional government 
through which some day a Man on Horseback 
may ride. What distinguishes our kind of gov- 
ernment from the kinds of government we are 
fighting in this war 1s that our elected officials 
are confined by. Constitution and laws; theirs 
are guided by the will, the judgment and the 
ambitions of individuals acting without such 
constraints. 

We think something must be done about the 
recalcitrance of Sewell Avery; we think his brief 
term of pseudo-martyrdom is over and that the 
powerful force of public opinion will brand him 
as a public enemy if he persists in his efforts 
to destroy the wage-control system. We think 
something must be done, too, to rewrite and 
clarify the President's war powers. 

Meantime, what do our men in the Army and 

avy think of this humiliating case of Montgom- 
ery Ward as they crouch for the leap across the 
Channel, as they prepare to offer their lives for 
the security of Sewell Avery, Montgomery Ward 
and the United States of America?

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A Setback for Spoils 


Good sense prevailed at the Constitutional 
Convention yesterday when it threw out a po- 
litical spoils provision that had been tentatively 
approved last week. The measure in question, 
cloaked in the appearance of a guarantee of the 
political rights of- public employes, was intended 
to wreck the new municipal civil service system 
of St. Louls, and would have done the same 
for Kansas City’s merit plan.

What the 
convention did yesterday is a promising sign. 
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Simpler Tax, More Revenue 

Since tax simplification has been approved 
by the House without an opposing vote, its speedy 
passage in the Senate is regarded as certain. 

The bill accomplishes a good deal more than 
easing the burden of filing income tax returns. 
It increases the tax obligations of many indi- 
viduals, particularly single persons and those 
married persons without dependents. 

Not much has been said publicly about the tax- 
increase phase of the bill. The great furor over 
the complications of the present law enabled Con- 
gress to undertake a revision in which the em- 
phasis has been on simplification. With the peo- 
ple eager for a simpler law, members of Congress 
have found the opportunity to atone to some ex- 
tent for their failure to provide for adequate war- 
time revenue in the bill that was enacted over 
President Roosevelt’s veto. 

One Representative has estimated that the new 
measure will add 200 million dollars annually to 
the Treasury's revenue from income taxes. It 
falls short, of course, of the realistically heavy 
tax program proposed a few months ago by the 
Treasury, and the heavier one by Wendell L. 
Willkie, but it is a good omen that Congress has 
the courage in this election year to go as far 
as this bill does to increase taxes,

and suppression of non-military facts are being indulged in, news- 
paper says; rumors are declared to be less unreliable than this muti- 
lated news; a complete overhauling of official policy is called for.

When a responsible correspondent like 
Richard Mowrer of the Chicago Daily 
News service feels it necessary publicly 
to warn his readers and his editors not to 
believe the stories they are getting from 
him and his fellow-correspondents at Cairo, 
it is abundantly clear that distortion and 
suppression are being officially forced up- 
on us. 


Three-fourths or more of the news from 
the Balkans and the Middle Eastern area 
is filtered through the Cairo censorship. 
Moat of the reat comes from the rumor 
mills in Ankara and Istanbul, and this, 
readers and news editors alike must have 
found by experience, is usually more in- 
formative on the average than what of.- 
ficially clears out of Cairo. 


Mowrer does not challenge the necessity 
for censorship for military policy. He does 
protest against it when, as now, it is such 
as to compel the correspondents to believe 
they are being used as a sounding board 
for echoes of official views and propagan- 
da. 

He refers, incidentally and as an ex- 
ample, to the accounts of the Greek dis- 
turbance in the Allied ranks, He says we 


are not allowed the full story because cen- 
sorship drastically rations the truth. 


The correspondents stationed at Cairo 
have jointly protested to Lord Moyne, Brit- 
ish Minister of State; Gen. Paget, British 
Commander-in-Chief, and Gen. Giles, Amer- 
ican Commander-in-Chief in the Middle 
East. That protest may be the reason 
Mowrer was able to get his complaint, 
though not the news facts, through cen- 
sorship. But he notes that even some parts 
of his memorandum have been cut, 

You never will see a dispatch stranger 
from a news standpoint than that of Mow- 
rer, which began: “Dear readers: Don't be- 
lieve the stories you are getting from Cairo 
these days... we correspondents are not 
permitted to send you the facts of the 
Greek situation as we find them, nor are 
we permitted to interpret the affair... ., 
unless our stories reflect the official pol- 
icy.” 

If the American people are to know what 
goes on where we have planted the flag, 
and are making commitments that may 
affect generations to come, it is time to 
demand that the Cairo es be well 
overhauled, 


The Place to Stop Floods Is Where They Start 


N. B. 


I came down from Springfield last Sat- 
urday after attending a newspaper meet- 
ing, riding with friends in an automobile. 
There had been heavy rains in Springfield, 
and ag we moved toward “Egypt,” we saw 
water over the highways. 


As we caught up with the rain, we saw 
vast areas of flat land in the central part 
of the State soggy with excess water. In 
scores of fields, it stood inches deep. We 
got to places where the water was still 
over the highways, drove into a virtual 
cloudburst, 


Watching those fields then under water, 
where farmers should have been breaking 
ground for corn planting, ditches brimful 
with muddy currents and the water sweep- 
ing over the pavement as we drove along, 
I was struck with the thought that control 
of so much water falling after a period 
when there had been too much rainfall 
posed a problem which taxes the ingen- 
uity of man to the utmost. 

It is a recurrent problem, as floods have 
been coming much too frequently and caus- 
ing great property damage, loss of business 
and delay to farm work. 

Those floods have swept valuable top 
soil from the ground, they have poured 
down through drainage ditches and dredged 
creeks into rivers whose capacity was in- 
adequate to hold them,.. They have been 
speeded on their way so rapidly there has 
been an alarming drop in underground 
water levels in some parts of Illinois. 

That problem of flood control has never 
been solved except on a small scale as 
compared with the area drained by the 
great Middle Western rivers. 

There hag been a degree of success in the

TVA areas, where huge dams have been 
built to store up vast quantities for slower 
release as flood danger passes. 


Levees have been a success even in flood 
damage prevention only to a limited de- 
gree. They have no effect on the cause of 
floods. Much of the prevention work must 
be done back where the waters gather be- 
fore they swell into floods. 


More forestry land, more terracing, farm 
ponds to hold water, and other devices to 
trap it and slow down its run-off and, pos 
sibly, vast storage areas should be consid- 
ered, These may take a considerable 
amount of land out of cultivation, but if 
they succeed, other land will be improved 
and damage will be prevented. 


There must be more co-operation between 
people in the flood areas and those in the 
hills if the problem is to be solved. Both 
lose now. Those in the upper levels of the 
drainage areas lose valuable soil and their 
water table is lowered when rains run off 
quickly, and those down stream suffer in 
periods of floods. 


They have a community of interest in 
trying to work out d solution.

It didn’t work out as well as we 
had hopecy principally because we 
were tied up in dogfights most of 
the time and we were going s0 
fast we could never get lined up 
right on the ships. 

Lt. Col. Tom Lynch of Catasau- 
qua, Pa., was the Only one who 
did some good, as far as we could 
see. He made a direct hit with a 
thousand pounder on one of their 
biggest ships—it was a beautiful 
run and he received official credit 
for sinking the ship. But I remem- 
ber that day best because it was 
the first time I ever tangled with 
a Nip head-on. That's when you 
get down to fundamentals all over 
again—it’s either you or the Nip 
and the one who has the most fire 
power is the one who flies home, 
Well, I had it. 

Some Zeros jumped a squadron 
of Australian Beaufighters which 
we were covering in between our 
own dive-bombing runs, I made a 


- pass at one Zero and ended the 


pass by zooming practically 
straight up. I decided that was 
no place for me and “kicked” the 
plane back down again. That’s 
when I met the Jap face to face. 
We had quite an argument—he 
started it. His tracer shots were 
scooting past me when I onened 
fire. We closed in on each other 
that way. 

I thought this clown was trying 
to pull a repeat performance of

the ramming trick one of them 
tried to pull on my friend, Lt. Ken 
Sparks of Blackwell, Ok., so I 
ducked low under him about one 
second before we would have got- 
ter slightly mangled up. It was a 
good thing I did that—he exploded 
right over my head and if I'd gone 
over instead of under him the 
blast concussion might have ended 
combat flying for me right there 
and then. 

‘Steve Gallup (Maj. Charles Gal- 
lup of Chicago) was leading us 
that afternoon and on the way 
home we spotted the rest of the 
“convoy. It was flubbing around in 
the Salamaua area and we carried 
ourselves back to. our base in a 
hurry radioing them the details 
all the way. It was almost dark 
when we landed but the Fortresses 
and Mitchell bombers were taking 
off already, Those days we didn't 
much choice about time of 
attack—day or night didn’t make 


‘ any difference as long as their 


mee could be knocked off. 

e Bismarck Sea battle was the 
best show I’ve ever seen in the 
Southwest Pacific—it certainly 
was decisive enough on our side, 
anyway. I picked up another Zero 
during the battle. 

It was the first co-ordinated 
mission against enemy shipping 
that Lightnings ever escorted and 
was plenty rough for everyone 
concesned. But it was “school” 
again, the way Darwin had been 
“school” the year. before. We 
learned the idea of close escort 
during the Bismarck Sea show 
and we learned close escort tac- 
tics on the long-range plan. That 
was important because when we 
began. shepherding attack bomb- 
ers on raids against Rabaul and 
Wewak we had to have more than 
passing working knowledge of 
how to handle ourselves.

You see, we were at a tactical 
disadvantage every time we es- 
corted attack planes. They hug 
each other in threes ani when we 
were on close escort we had to do 
the same thing. Everything went 
fine unless the Japs saw us be- 
fore we saw them, That meant 
they could get a pass in at us 
while we were still trying to get 
fighting altitude, and those aren't 
the best circumstances under 
which to start a dog fight. Bis- 
marck Sea was ‘he first time we 
had a chance to practice the tac- 
tics- we had been thinking about. 
We took the Mitchells in for the 
first true low-level shipping as- 
sault they ever made and we were 
mixed up in combat right then 
and through the whole show. 

The only thing I saw were eight 
transports burning at one time— 
but that was enough to convince 
me that joining the Air Force was 
the best thing I ever did. Any- 
way, we learned close escort right 
there and although it cost us two

My Day -o- 
NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

ARLY yesterday morning I 
E went to the Horace Mann-Lin- 

coin School. This school cer- 
tainly believes in “learning and 
doing” and their young people 
seem to have an extraordinary 
awareness about the world in 
which they live. The assembly 
yesterday dealt with the subject of 
the improvement of relations be- 
tween the various races of the 
world. In one of the classrooms I 
later heard a discussion about 
whether the German people as a 
whole, or only a small group of 
them should be held’ responsible 
for Hitler and his activities. 

It seems to me increasingly true 
that the educators are pushing 
young people to make their own 
discoveries through reading and 
discussion, and perhaps practical 
experiments. I suppose this is 
simply an acknowledgment of 
something which nearly all par- 
ents find out in the course of 
bringing up their children. The 
parents would like to pass on some 
of their hard earned experience, 
but they find themselves talking 
to deaf ears. As a rule they have 
to watch their children go through 
different experiences which they 
could have warned them about, but 
which would have had no mean- 
ing for the young people until 
they had been through the ex- 
periences themselves, 

Yesterday evening I went to 
Carnegie Hall to the meeting of 
the B’nai B’rith centennial war 


service convention. In 18483 B'nal 
B'rith was founded, and since then 
it has grown until there is no city 
with a fair-sized Jewish commu- 
nity which is without an active 
chapter. They showed a short 
movie of the 825th recreation 
room which has been furnished 
for the service command guard- 
ing the District of Columbia. The 
head of the district chapter wom- 
an’s auxiliary presented me with 
a plaque which I shall take to the 
recreation room on the first op- 
porunity, and I shall formally pre- 
sent it. \ 

In addition, I accepted for my 
husband a copy of the Salisbury 
portrait which is to hang in the 
Hunter College inter-faith house. 
I know my husband would have 


been glad to attend this meeting 
and to hear Justice Murphy's fine 
speech. Since that was impossi- 
ble, he asked me to take his place, 
and I was very happy to hear the 
Justice take his stand so courage- 
ously against all religious and ra- 
cial intolerance, 

He pointed out that to allow 
anti-Semitism to grow among us 
would be to play into Hitler’s 
hands. That is what Hitler wants 
—a division in our own ranks. If 
the seeds of intolerance towards 
other races and creeds which Hit- 
ler sowed in Germany were to 
crop up in the other nations of 
the world, Hitler might well feel 
satisfied that no military victory 
could be completely won over his 
ideas, 


of our best Lightning pilots—Capt.

But giving even’ transports 
fighter cover could sometimes be 
fairly exciting in itself, especially 
when the Nips were trying to 
break up the development of our 
base at Benabena in the western 
part of the Owen Stanley ranges. 
We had most of our scraps in 
Markham Valley and they were 
usually good for enough excite- 
ment to last all participants for 
some time. Those Japs prized 
our air tmumansports the same as we 
prized their shipping and the rea- 
son was clear enough. Our partic- 
ular base was being supplied en- 
tirely by air and if they seriously 
interfered with our transport lines 
someone was going to be hungry. 

I can remember one particular 
date rather clearly—it was one of 
the closest I have ever come as 
yet to losing one Lightning and 
one life I personally regarded as 
being valuable. It was a day in 
June and in usual Owen Stanley 
weather my wingman and I be- 
came separated from the other 
Lightnings although we were still 
with the transports. I guess the 
rest of them got lost and went 
home. Anyway, we continued on 
toward the base and then trouble 
started. Eight Zeros came down 
to intercept us. We knew our 
only hope was to fight them in a 
delaying action or they would get 
the transports. for—sure. Well, 
that was one dogfight to remem- 
ber. 

We had them chasing us, high 
and low. And whenever they be- 
gan thinking about the transports 
and forgetting us ve would start 
chasing them.

That went on for an hour and I 
picked up one Nip and shot him 
down while the chasing was in 
progress. Our transports finally 
sneaked away and were picked up 
by fighters operating from one of 
our other bases. We headed back 
for our home base when I sud- 
denly became conscious of some 
difficulties with my plane. 

My right tire wag flat. My nose 
wheel was all shot up, my hydrau- 
lic system was out of commission, 
and I had enough holes in my 
wings to make a sieve. I cranked 
the wheels—such as they were— 
down by hand and came in for a 
landing. 

Just as T hit ‘the runway, my 
right engine gave out and before 
I stopped rolling the left propeller 
had stopped turning. My gas 
tanks were dry as Arizona in 
July. That was another lesson 
for me—after that, I took an in- 
tensive reading of my instrument 
panel with special reference to 
fuel indicators before, during and 
after combat.

C. OF C. PROTESTS AGAINST 
GOVERNMENT COMPETITION 


Private business is finding it 
increasingly difficult to maintain 
operations and pay taxes in the 
face of “unfair competition” from 
Government-supported agencies, 
George C. Smith, president of the 
St. Louls Chamber of Commerce, 
charged in letters sent recently 
to Missouri's Senators and the 
three St. Louis representatives in 
Congress. 

Citing the case of architects 
and engineers, Smith protested 
against an “ever-increasing ten- 
dency”: to expand Government 
technical staffs. Under the Gov- 
ernment bookkeeping system, he 
asserted, such overhead expenses 
as rent, heat, light and power are 
excluded from cost estimates of 
agencies, thereby preventing an 
ecwitable comparison of Govern- 
métnt and private costs. 

The Federal Government's ex- 
ample in expanding technological 
staffs is being followed by state 
and municipal administrations, 
aggravating the plight of private 
business, he continued. 


Union Tax Returns By Aug. 15 

WASHINGTON, May 10 (AP). 
—The Internal Revenue Bureau 
today set Aug. 15 as the deadline 
for tax-exempt organizations to 
file information returns on income 
for the calendar year 1943 and for 
fiscal year ended before April 1, 
1944. These returns, newly re- 
quired by law, will be due from 
farm co-operatives, labor unions 
and other organizations previously 
not required to file.

Three Signs 
To Indicate 
Your Health

Logan Clendening, M.D. 


HE three best fundamental 

signs to determine thg general 

status of health are body tem- 
perature, pulse and respiration. 
The body temperature remains 
from birth to old age, day after 
day, night after night at a very 
constant level in health between 
98 and 99 degrees Fahrenheit. 

It fluctuates very slightly dur- 
ing the 24 hour period from a low 
point at the time of the lowest 
bodily vitality during the middle 
of the nigh* to a high point in late 
afternoon, but this vari@tion is not 
more than one or two-fifths of a 
degree, Any record out of the 
range 98 to 99 is an indicatiton of 
some trouble. Babies and children 
are more subject to temperature 
changes than adults. 

So too the pulse keeps a steady 
grind in health. Ninety-nine per 
cent of adults have a pulse rate 
of 72 a minute in health, Children 
are often a little higher. The one 
per cent of the population not in- 
cluded in the above estimates 
may have a naturally slow, or a 
naturally high pulse, but the ex- 
tremé variations are not beyond 
60 and 100, + 


: 

THE PULSE IS, of course, nota- 
bly more easily upset by physio- 
logical variations than the bodily 
temperature—any exertion will do 
it, simply the response of the 
heart to the necessity of the tis- 
sues for more oxygen when bodily 
exertion is begun. Another indi- 
cator about the pulse is its rhythm, 
In health with remarkable con- 
sistency in different individuals it 
is regular. 

The respiration—rate and depth 
and regularity of breathing — is 
another fundamental body func- 
tion that tells us mych. But it is 
not nearly so well standardized as 
body temperature or pulse. By 
that I mean there is more varia- 
tion in the respirations between 
individuals. I have been interested 
in the reports on the breathing 
pattern made by Dr, L, J. Caughey 
Jr., of Columbia University. 

Dr. Caughey made an analysis 
of 500 women and 200 men. As to 
rate of breathing he found the 
average of the women was 14.6 
breaths per minute and the men 
13.7 per minute, But the variations 
in individual cases was consider- 
able. Some women breathed as 
slow as 5 breaths a minute and 
some as fast as 32, The extremes 
of the men was about the same. 

ae: @:- 

DEPTH OF BREATHING is 
about 11 per cent of the estimated 
vital capacity in both sexes, but 
this varied in different individuals 
from five to 25. 

In many people there is a de- 
monstrable pause after all the 
breath has been expelled before 
the next inspiration has . begun. 
But this is by no means universal, 
being absent in 41 per cent of 
women and 52 per cent of men. 

Breathing is interrupted by 
sighs or swallowing in about half 
of all, 65 per cent of women sigh- 
ing once to seven times a minute, 
We all swallow about once a mhin- 
ute. 


x * * 

IRREGULAR BREATHING is 
commoner than regular by twice 
as much. Sixty-four per cent of 
women and 70 per cent of men 
breath irregularly, hold the breath 
at times in pauses whether awake 
or asleep. So don’t worry too much 
if when watching someone you 
love while asleep, the breathing 
is irregular. 

A common symptom with nerv- 
ous péople is a feeling of inability 
to get air clear to the bottom of 
the lungs. It doesn’t mean any- 
thing in most cases, but it results 
in a habit of taking long breaths 
and sighing which may lead to 
some physiological maladjustment, 
By concentrating the effort on in- 
creasing the depth of inspiration 
there is an unsatisfactory empty- 
ing of the lungs during expiration. 
As a result the volume of residual 
air is increased, the amount of air 
which can be taken into the lungs 
even with maximal muscular ef- 
fort is reduced, muscle soreness is 
aggravated and the feeling of in- 
ability to take a deep breath is in- 
tensified. These people create a 
vicious circle in themselves,

North Lost 
Chance for 
Strong Bid

T is no worse to make a bad bid 
| that results in a large penalty 
than to loge the chance for a 
good bid simply through lack of 
enterprise. Consider this deal: 
South, dealer. 


Both sides vulnerable.

The bidding: 
South West 
1 spade Pass 
5 diamonds Double 
Pass Passe 

West opened the diamond king, 
and declarer easily took 12 tricks, 
without a finesse. The slam bonus 
however, had been lost forever. 

North and South had not been 
using any slam convention, hence 
South’s five diamond bid was 
merely an exploratory effort—a 
slam try that could be accepted 
or declined by North, and which 
might have the virtue of forestall- 
ing the opening lead that South 
liked least of all. When West 
promptly doubled five diamonds, 
however, and North just as 
promptly went to five spades, 
there was nothing more that South 
could do with any degree of safety. 

The real point of the bidding 
was that North should not have 
gone to five spades—he should 
have jumped at the chance to re- 
double five diamonds! ‘This is 
a semi-conventional and entirely 
logical means of annnouncing a 
control, first or second round, in 
the redoubled suit, which conveys 
very important information in- 
deed to the partner if his reason 
for making the bid was to locate 
that control. If North had redou- 
bled, South undoubtedly would 
have bid six spades.
